Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Bournemouth  for  the  year  1924,  In 
general  the  health  of  the  community  was  good. 

Pojmlation.  The  Census  of  1921  recorded  91,770 
as  the  population  of  Bournemouth,  and  my  estimate 
for  the  year  1924  is  97,000.  As  stated  in  my  report 
last  year,  the  Registrar  General  decided  to  deduct 
10,570  from  the  actual  Census  figure  for  Bourne- 
mouth and  he  estimates  the  population  for  the  year 
1924  at  84,450. 

The  statistical  rates  in  this  report  are  based  on 
the  Registrar  General’s  figures.  These  estimates 
of  population  made  by  the  Registrar  General  are  so 
much  below  the  actual  population  of  Bournemouth 
as  recorded  in  the  Census  and  so  much  below  the 
estimate  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
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tlic  population  during  the  past  decade  that  it  is 
impossible  to  base  on  them  a conpjarison  of  statis- 
tics from  year  to  year.  In  this  report,  therefore, 
w he  lever  a comparison  is  made  of  the  year  under 
review  with  past  years  the  figures  are  based  on 
the  actual  Census  figure  for  1921  and  the  correspond- 
ing estimates  for  the  surrounding  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality,  that  is  the  number  of 
deaths  under  one  year  per  thousand  births,  was 
44.96,  as  compared  with  the  average  of  69.97  for 
the  preceding  ten  years,  and  of  88.3  for  the  vears 
1904  to  1913. 

This  infantile  mortality  of  44.96  is  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  for  Bournemouth,  although  it  has 
])reviously  been  approached  in  the  town,  and  is  in 
remarkable  contrast  to  the  infantile  mortality  of  80 
in  the  rest  of  the  105  large  towns  during  the  year. 

In  this  respect  I would  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  excellent  work  which  has  been  continued  by 
the  Bournemouth  Infant  Welfare  Voluntary 
Association  in  all  the  Centres.  They  have  also 
extended  their  valuable  efforts  so  that  they  are 
working  in  co-operation  with  the  Municipal  Health 
Visitor  at  the  fifth  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  which  was  opened  at  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review.  The  need  of  this  new  Centre  is 
evident  from  the  fact  that  the  attendances  of 
mothers  and  children  at  the  other  four  Centres 
increased  from  seven  thousand  odd  in  1917  to 
nearly  twenty-six  thousand  in  1924. 

I beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and 
the  staff  in  general  for  their  co-operation  in  the 
work.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

(a)  During  the  year  1,151  births  were  regis- 
tered in  the  County  Borough  of  Bournemouth,  of 
which  103  were  transferred  to  other  districts  by  the 
Registrar  Genci'al  and  64  transferred  into  Bourne- 
mouth from  other  districts,  the  net  births  in 
Bournemouth  being  therefore,  1,112,  making  a 
hirth  rate  of  11.46,  and  on  the  Registrar  General's 
estimate  of  the  population,  13.16. 


The  following  table  shows  the  birth  rates  for

Of  the  1,162  births  that  actually  occurred  in  the 
County  Borough  1,111  were  uotihed.  Of  these 
notifications  554  were  made  by  doctors,  547  by  mid- 
wives and  10  by  other  persons. 

(b)  Infantile  Mortality.  Fifty  infants  died 
during  their  first  year  of  life.  Of  these  deaths 
4 were  transferred  to  other  areas,  and  4 transferred 
to  Bournemouth  from  other  districts.  The  num- 
ber of  infant  deaths  referred  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  Bournemouth  was  therefore  50,  making 
an  Infantile  Mortality  of  44.98i. 

Of  the  50  infant  deaths,  10  were  certified  as  due 
to  premature  birth  and  14  to  congenital  malforma- 
tions. No  child  under  twelve  months  died  from 
any  notifiable  infectious  disease.

Comfaratire  Infantile  Mortality.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  of  the  105  County  Boroughs  and  Great 
Towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  year  was 
80,  as  compared  with  the  figuTe  of  44.96  for  Bourne- 
mouth. 

(c)  Midwires  Act.  During  the  year  31  mid- 
wives notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  Bourne- 
mouth, 30  being  trained  and  1 untrained. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  records  were  received 
concerning  the  sending  for  medical  assistance  by 
midwives.  In  14  of  these  cases  the  doctors’  fees 
were  paid  by  the  Health  Authority,  the  whole  of 
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the  fee  being  recovered  in  1 instance  and  a part  of 
th,e  fee  in  6 others. 

(d)  Provision  of  Milk.  Under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918,  milk  was  supplied  free 
or  below  cost  to  229  mothers  and  children  during 
the  year,  the  average  daily  number  receiving  milk 
in  this  way  being  109.  The  expenditure  during  the 
year  amounted  to  £656,  as  compared  with  £630  dur- 
ing 1923  and  £540  during  1922.  A Government 
grant  of  50  per  cent,  is  received  in  relief  of  this  as 
of  all  other  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  expendi- 
ture. 


(e)  Oflithalmia  Neonatorum.  During  the  year 
6 notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  this 
inflammation  of  the  eyes.  All  the  cases  were  mild, 
but  in  1 instance  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
admit  the  mother  and  child  into  Hospital.  The 
notifications  of  Ophthalmia  or  threatened  Ophthal- 
mia have  been  made  without  delav.  and  prompt 
measures  were  taken  in  each  case,  which  thereafter 
was  kept  under  observation.

The  number  of  deaths  that  occurred  from 
Tidjerculosis  of  the  Lungs  during  the  year  was  81. 
Oil  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  popula- 
tion of  84,450  this  gives  a rate  of  *95  per  thousand, 
while  on  the  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  year 
1924  based  on  the  true  Census  figure  the  rate  is  .83 
per  thousand.

Division  of  Four-Beduoomed  Houses. 

Four  such  houses  have  been  adapted  so  that 
each  may  accommodate  two  families.  Two  oi 
these  are  on  the  Southill  and  two  on  the  Carber) 
Estate.  The  tenant  of  each  part-house  is  respon- 
sible to  the  Coi*poration  for  one-half  of  the  total  rent 
for  the  house. 

Sub-Tenancies. 

On  receipt  of  a written  application  from  the 
tenant,  the  Committee  have  granted  permission  to 
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sub-lot  to  anotlier  family,  providofi  that  the  sub- 
buiaiicy  includes  a sitting  room,  a Ixulroom  (with 
a fireplace  therein),  joint  use  of  scullery  fittings, 
bathroom  and  W.C.  The  siib-tenant  is  liable  foi' 
not  more  than  half  ')f  the  rent  and  ater  rate,  whicli 
is  paid  direct  to  the  superior  tenant.  At  the  end 
of  December,  1924,  there  were  forty-one  approved 
sub-tenancies  recorded  in  the  Register. 

Subsidy  Houses. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  subsidy  houses  have 
no^^'  been  completed  and  of  these  2i8  have  been 
inspected  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  if  the  condi- 
tions under  which  the  subsidy  granted  by  your 
Authority  have  been  carried  out. 

Poultry  Keeping,  etc. 

On  receipt  of  a written  application  from  the 
tenant  or  sub-tenant,  the  Committee  has  granted 
permission  to  keep  poultry,  provided  that  the  num- 
ber kept  does  not  at  any  time  exceed  eight  and  that 
the  height  of  the  shed  in  which  thev  are  housed  is 
not  more  than  five  feet. 

At  the  end  of  December,  1924,  there  were  55 
poultry  runs  on  the  Southill  and  33  on  the  Carbery 
Estate. 

Sheds  other  than  Poultry  Sheds. 

Applications  to  erect  cycle  sheds,  etc.,  were 
generally  granted  subject  to  any  conditions  imposed 
by  the  Buildings  Committee,  and  a list  of  such 
applications  was  handed  to  that  Department. 

General  Supervision. 

During  the  year,  924  visits  have  been  ])aid  to 
the  Corporation  Housing  Estates  by  this  Depnid 
jnent. 
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I beg  to  express  my  best  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  careful  consideration  of  all  questions  relating 
to  the  administration  work  of  the  Department.

Mr.  ]Mayoe  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  con- 
sideration my  report  upon  the  analysis  of  the 
Samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  submitted  to  me  during 
the  year  1924. 

The  total  number  of  Samples  was  400,  of  which 
286  were  taken  officially  under  the  formalities  of  the 
Acts  and  114  were  unofficial. 

Of  the  formal  samples  17  (5.94  per  cent.)  and  of 
Ibe  unofficial  8 (5.26  per  cent.)  were  adulterated, 
whilst  34  (11.88  per  cent.)  of  the  official  and  4 (3.51 
per  cent.)  of  the  unofficial  were  of  poor  or  doubtful 
quality. 

The  proportion  of  adulterated  Samples  was 
5.75  per  cent,  and  the  poor  or  doubtful  9.5  per  cent.

SHREDDED  SUET. 

The  samples  of  this  article  contained  Rice 
Flour  in  proportions  varying  from  0 per  cent,  to  23 
per  cent.  The  object  of  adding  this  is  to  prevent 
The  granules  of  fat  from  becoming  massed  together, 
but  the  quantity  used  was,  in  several  instances, 
much  greater  than  is  necessary  to  attain  this  object. 
The  provisions  of  Section  6 (1)  of  the  Act  of  1875 
which  permits  the  addition  of  a harmless  ingre- 
dient “ because  the  same  is  required  for  the  ])roduc- 
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tion  or  })ro])araiion  thereof  as  an  article  of  com- 
merce ” clearly  only  enlilles  a manufactnrer  to  use 
siiliicient  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  article  “ in 
a state  fit  for  carriage  and  consumjition  ” and  any 
excess  must  he  regarded  as  an  adulteration.  For 
this  purpose  from  10  to  15  jier  cent,  (according  to 
the  hardness  of  the  “ Suet  ”)  of  Rice  Flour  is  ample, 
consequently  all  samples  containing  above  15  per 
cent,  must  lie  regarded  as  adulterated. 

PRESERVATIVES  IN  FOOD. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  use  of  preser- 
vatives in  the  Borough  appears  to  be  gradually 
diminishing;  e.g.  during  the  year,  of  29  samples  of 
Sausages,  11  contained  Boron  compounds  but  in 
only  one  case  was  the  amount  above  the  usually 
accepted  maximum  of  0.25  per  cent.,  this  being  0.26 
])er  cent.  Three  samples  of  Cream  contained  small 
proportions,  viz.,  .01,  .03,  and  04  per  cent.  Five 
of  Fish  Paste  were  free  from  preservative  and  22  of 
Sponge  Cake  were  all  Boron  free,  a most  satisfac- 
tory result  of  the  action  taking  during  1922  and 
1923,  when  24  samples  contained  preservative. 

The  chief  offenders  in  this  respect  are  Mar- 
garine and  Butter;  10  samples  of  the  former  were 
all  preserved  by  Boric  Acid  in  quantities  above  0.2 
per  cent.,  whilst  10  of  11  samples  of  Butter  were 
also  preserved,  but  in  only  3 was  the  proportion 
above  0.2  per  cent.  Nine  of  Lemon  Squash,  Lime 
.luice,  and  Lime  Juice  Cordial  all  contained  either 
Sidphurous  Acid  or  Salicylic  Acid. 

In  view  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Depart- 
inental  Committee  this  subject  has  assumed  more 
urgent  interest  alike  to  Health  Officers  and  Manu- 
facturers and  Retailers  of  Eood.  The  Committee 
has  recommended  that  all  ])reservatives  should  be 
entirely  forbidden  except  Benzoic  Acid  and  Sul- 


phur  Dioxide  in  cerlaiii  specified  classes  of  food 
and  in  specified  qnanties  which  innsf  be  declared 
upon  the  package  or  label.  It  is  sufficiently  sur- 
prising that  Boric  Acid,  which  has  been  used  for 
many  years  under  official  sanction  in  Preserved 
Cream,  Butter,  etc.,  and  Salicylic  Acid  which  has 
been  similarly  favoured  in  various  beverages  are 
now  to  be  forbidden  if  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendations are  legally  adopted.  It  is  quite  an 
open  question  wdiether  the  nse  of  Sulphites  in  place 
of  Boric  Acid  in  such  articles  as  Sausages,  etc  , will 
l)e  attended  with  any  advantages  to  the  i)nblic,  the 
{) mount  allowable  being  such  as  to  render  the 
consumer  liable  to  take  a medicinal  dose  with  less 
than  half-a-pound  of  Sausages. 

In  conclusion,  may  I be  allow^ed  to  congratu- 
late the  inhabitants  of  Bournemouth  on  the  small 
proportion  of  adulterated  food  met  with  in  the 
borough  and  to  express  the  hope  that  the  traders 
will  maintain  the  present  high  standard  of  care  and 
discrimination.
